Tubes will be shipped enly when the seedlings are 
ready to be transplanted: into community pots, for re= 
gardless of packing or the method of shipping, the 
seedlings will arrive somewhat stirred up in the agare 
It is advisable, therefore, to prepare your community 
pots ahead of time and transfer the seedlings as soon 
as possible after they arrivee This procedure will re=- 
duce your possible losses to a minimume 


All seedlings in community pots will be shipped in 
paper pots for protection at a time when they are 
ready to be moved to individual pots (13"). 


Larger plants will be carefully wrapped and shipped 
out of pots to avoid any damage to leaves or tender 
growths, by pieces of pot broken in transite Upon its 
arrival, simply drop the plant into the same size pot 
and secure it with a potting stick, using an addition= 
al wedge of osmunda fibre, if necessarye ceocccoceseccece 
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
